PERSONALITIES WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Father Coughlin has 

penetrated the robust hides of house democratic 

leaders. His radio attack on them for bottling up the Frazier-Lemke in- 

flation bill has stirred them more, personally, than anything this session. 

They will probably not give him the satisfaction of knowing it, but 

they have decided that their prestige is at stake. They are turning the 
issue into a test of personal loyalty among their followers. 

One influential house authority, named “Pat,’”’ is making the defeat 
of the bill his life work. 

The result is that the $3,000,000,000 inflation bill, which might 
have passed the house under ordinary circumstances, now appears to 
be slipping. The personality element has offset the effective lobbying 
of Coughlin’s man, Louis Ward. At least the leaders can show you on 
paper that they can lick the bill even if a ae is forced. Therefore, they 


may have a vote. 


THREAT Heaviest of the politicos here have been tipped to keep their 

eyes on the McMullen court martial. Threats are being

Your correspondent has seen in his 
time such men as Edison, Ford, Shaw, 
Einstein, Mussolini, Clemenceau and 
Eugene Debs, and therefore might 
have been a trifle slow to take spark. 
It seemed a secondary experience, not 
to’ say an anti-climax, to witness 
Adolf Hitler, but to the German gov- 
ernment, which had invited the ath- 
letes of the world to Garmisch in the 
name of sport and human brother- 
hood, it was a tremendous affair. 

The Olympics were of secondary im- 
portance, if any. This was the dic- 
tator’s day, and it’s a good thing for 
the Americans present that this was 
so, because they have nothing ,im- 
portant to learn from the athletes but 
much to learn about absolute authority 
in government. 

You must picture this town. Ten 
thousand swastikas stir faintly in the 
light winter wind along the streets of 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen. The flag is 
the color of blood, with a white circle 
containing an ancient device in black. 
The swastika flies from every house 
and store and some homes are adorned 
with long. ribbons of little pennants 
strung together from window to win- 
dow, fifty or a hundred swastikas in

sports. There are soldiers in the old 
German field gray, soldiers of the 
labor corps in brown and _ “special 
soldiers of the bodyguard in black 
and silver. All the soldiers wear the 
swastika, and it’s seen again from the 
red postoffice trucks and 
transports, which go tearing through 
the streets off into the mountains 
splashing melted slush out of the nar- 
row footway. 

This motor transport gives a 
strange suggestion of war in the little 
mountain resort where sportsmen are 
drawn together in a great demonstra- 
tion of friendship. When the United 
States held winter Olmypics at Lake 
Placid, the only armed force in sight 
was a small detachment of New York 
state police, with service pistols and 
cartridge belts, and they were there 
only to regulate traffic. 

I do not know why there are so 
many troops and so much army trans- 
port at a great demonstration of in- 
ternational friendship in Garmisch, 
and I hesitate to inquire unless that 
be construed as an effort to obtain 
military information. I was not in- 
terested in military affairs but only 
in sport, and the great international 
Olympic ideal of friendship through 
chivalrous competition conducted in a 


spirit of comradeship. 
I know the ideal by heart, having | 
heard it many times in speeches and | 


read it in statements by Mr. Avery 
Brundage, president of the American 
Athletic Union, who brought Amer- 
ican teams over to this armed camp. 

We ought to treat Mr. Brundages 
vanity better at home. Perhaps an 
official dinner at the White House 
would equalize some of the honor 
which the Germans have shown him 
in their campaign to overpower the 
boycott movement in America and pro- 
cure the participation of American 
athletes, who were not very important 
in sports but the most important po- 
litical factor in the present tourna- 
ment.

The pneumothorax and collapse Mrs. 
refers to may be meaningless to * 
most readers. Pneumothorax means 
‘air in the pleural or chest space 
around the lung. This happens some- 
times by accident whenethe chest wall 
is punctured. The pleural cavity on 
each side of the thorax or chest is - 
normally a closed space containing 
only a few drops of a clear serum 
which keeps the surfaces of lung and 
the inner surface of the chest wal] 
lubricated. When air is admitted to 
this space it causes the lung to col- 
lapse. A modern method of treating 
tuberculosis is by injecting sufficient 
air into the pleural or chest cavity to 
bring about collapse of the lung. If 
the opposite lung is sound it easily 
|does the work of the lung thus put 
In a splint for the time being. In 
the course of several weeks the air so 
Injected is gradually absorbed and the 
retracted or collapsed lung gradually 
expands and begins functioning again. 
Then the pneumothorax or injection 
of air is repeated.

RELATIONSHIP OF TECH, 
CONSTITUTION 1S GITED 


School Born in Newspaper 
Office, Official Reveals in 
Radio Interview. 


Interviewed last night on Georgia 
Tech’s weekly radio presentation over 
Station WGST, N. S. Noble, manag- 
ing editor of The Constitution, told 
of the close relationship between the 
school and the paper and of the 
growth of both that has given them 
i'national and world-wide recognition. 

The Georgia School of Technology 
was born in The Constitution office. 


Mr. Noble said, when a meeting was 
held in the newspaper office in 1882 
‘to discuss the need of a technological 
‘school for the city and the south. 
Five years later, when The Constitu- 
tion’.was but 19 years old, Georgia 


Tech became a thing of reality as an 
outgrowth of the meeting. 4 
Mr. Noble was interviewed by Ai- 
len Morris, editor of the Technique, 
publication of the school. The week- 
ly programs, at 9:15 o'clock each 
Monday night, are arranged by Pro- 
fessor C. D. Gibson, of Georgia Tech. 
They are devoted to a _ particular 
phase of commerce, industry or busi- 
ness each month, with newspaper work 
holding the spotlight this month. 

The growth of The Constitution and 
its dominant position in the newspa- 
per field was reviewed by Mr. Noble, 
who pointed out the manner in which 
it grew from a “small’ newspaper 
with a circulation of 19,500 in 1901. 
when Clark Howell Sr. first became 
editor, to the south’s leading newspa- 
per with a daily average circulation 
of more than 102,000, the largest 
ever recorded in Georgia. 

The newspaperman pointed out the 
aggressive part played by The Consti- 
tution during the 68 years of its ex- 
istence for the growth and betterment 
of the city and of the south. 

He described the unwavering, strong 
editorial policy of the paper, which 
was climaxed in 1931 when the board 
of trustees of Columbia University 


selected The Constitution for the most 
noteworthy award in American jour- 
nalism, the Pulitzer gold medal for 
the most meritorious service rendered 
during the preecding year by any 
American newspaper. 

The award, it was remembered, came 
as the result of The Constitution's 
fight against graft in the municipal 
government, a fight which resulted in 
a thorough housecleaning of Atlanta, 
placing the government of the city on 
a higher plane. 

Mr. Noble paid high tribute to 
Georgia Tech, stressing its high scho- 
lastic standing in this country and 
abroad.

“This language,” declared Judge 
| Cox, “is not dependent upon the rule 
' of loose construction for meaning that 
acts of congress are subject to judicial 
review. ‘lo say that the judicial pow- 
er shall be vested in certain courts 1S 
to say that no judicial power is vest- 
ed in congress, except as may be spe- 
cifically provided. While all three de- 
partments of the government are in- 
dependent within their own sphere, 
acts of both the executive and legis- 
lative branches, when performed are 
subject to judicial review when the 
question of validity is raised, in & 
case involving the rights of parties.” 

Denying it was his intention to dis- 
cuss the merts of the decisions of the 
court in the NRA and AAA cases, 
he emphasized that it was his purpose 
to defend the court against the charge 
of usurpation and abuse of power and 
to support as best he could the wis- 
dom of the rule of judicial determina- 
tion of the constitutionality of acts of 
congress. 

Assumption Is Fair. 

“Tt seems fair to assume,” Cox as- 
serted, “that when the delegates to 
'the constitutional convention entered 
upon the performance of their duties 
they did so, not only with the idea of 
preserving the rights of the states 
being uppermost in their minds, but 
also with the idea of the division of 
the powers of the government to be 
formed into three parts, co-ordinated 
but not mixed. 

' “Tt is not by me contended that a 
government which is absolute trinity 
in form was constructed or could have 

| been constructed or if constructed, 

could be maintained. It is often im- 

possible to draw a line of demarcation 
between legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial functions. A power may par- 
take of the nature of each and not 
be susceptible of division. Growth and 
developments produce complications 
that demand flexibility at times. How- 
ever, this ideal was so closely ap- 

_proached by the framers of the con- 

| stitution that it 1s substantially true 
to say that it was attained.” 

Contradicts Veto Contention. 

He contradicted the contention made 
in official and unofficial quarters dur- 
ing recent weeks that the supreme 
court hold a veto power over acts of 

‘congress and will not pass upon the 

constitutional validity of an act until 

the case presented required it. 

“An act,” he said, “‘may be contrary 
to common right and reason, and im- 
poossible of performance, still if it 
violates no provision of the constitu- 
tion the court has no dfscretion but to 
let it stand.” 

It was at this point that he cited 
the case of Marbury vs. Madison, in 
which Chief Justice Marshall said: 

“Tt is emphatically the province and 
duty of the judicial department to say 
what the law is. Those who apply the 
rules to particular cases must, of ne- 
'cessity, expound and interpret that 
rule. If two laws conflict with each 
other the courts must decide on the 
operation of each. So if a law be in 
opposition to the constitution, if both 
the law and the constitution apply to 
'a particular case, so that the court 
must either decide that conformable to 
the law, disregarding the constitution, 
or conformable to the constitution, 
the court must determine which of the 
conflicting rules governs the case. 
This is the very essence of judicial 
duty. If then, the courts are to regard 
the constitution and the constitution 
is superior to any ordinary act of the 
legislature, the constitution and not 
'such ordinary act must govern the 
case to which both apply. 
| “Those, then, who convert the prin- 
‘ciple that the constitution is to be 
considered in court, as a paramount 
law, are reduced to the necessity of 
/maintaining that courts must close 
‘their eyes on the constitution, and 
‘see only the law. 
| Doctrine Subverts Foundation. 

“This doctrine would subvert the 
very foundation of all written consti- 
| tutions. It would declare that an act, 
'which, according to the principles and 
theory of our government, is entirely 
void, is yet. in practice, completely 
'obligatory. It would declare that if 
the legislature shall do what is ex- 
-pressly forbidden, suct act, notwith- 
'standing the express prohibition, is in

“Tt means renewed and ever-in- 
creasing prosperity and happiness for 
our part of the country, and eventu- 
ally cheap power and light rates for 
the people of the entire country.” 

Chairman Arthur E. Morgan, of the 
TVA board, said “I don’t feel - de- 
pressed.” 

In the house Representative Mona- 
ghan, democrat, Montana, was ap- 
plauded after withdrawing his bill 
which would have sought to remove 
the court’s authority to pass on the 
act. 

Chairman McSwain, democrat, 
South Carolina, of the house military 
affairs committee, said he was not 
surprised at the ruling, adding:

Plaintiffs did not simply challenge | 


the contract of January 4, 1934, as 
improvidently made—as an unwise 
exercise of the discretion vested 
the board of directors. They chal- 
lenged the contract both as injurious 
to the interests of the corporation 
and as an illegal transaction—vio- 
lating the fundamental law. 

In seeking to prevent the carrying 
out of the contract, the suit was 
directed not only aguinst the power 
company but against the Authority 
and its directors upon the ground 
that the latter, under color of the 
statute, were acting peyond the pow- 
ers which the congress could validly 
confer. 

In such a case it is not necessary 
for stockholders—when their corpora- 
tion refuses to take suitable meas- 
ures for its protection—to show that 
the managing board or trustees have 
acted with fraudulent intent or un- 
der legal duress. To entitle the com- 
plainants to equitable relief, in the 
absence of adequate legal remedy, it 
is enough for them to show the 
breach of trust or duty involved in 
the injurious and illegal action. Nor 
is it necessary to show that the 
transaction was ultra vires the cor- 
poration. The illegality may be found 
in the lack of lawfui authority on 
the part of those with whom the cor- 
poration is attempting to deal. Thus, 
the breach of duty may consist in 
vielding, without appropriate 
sistance, to governmental 
which are without warrant of law or 
are in violation of constitutional re- 
strictions. 


RIGHT OF STOCKHOLDERS { 
TO SEEK RELIEF RECOGNIZED. 


The right of stockholders to seek 
relief has been recognized when the 
managing board or trustees of the 
corporation have refused to take 
legal measures to resist the collec- 
tion of taxes or other exactions al- 
leged to be unconstitutional (Dodge 
v. Woolsey, 18 How. 331, 339, 340, 
343; Pollock v. Farmers’ Loan «& 
Trust Company, 157 U. S. 429, 43, 
993, 504; Brushaber y. Union Pa- 
ce 6. a ae eee U. &: 1, 10); 
or because of the 
the rights and franchises of the cor- 
poration against an unwarranted in- 
terference through legislative or ad- 
ministrative action (Greenwood _ y., 
Freight Company, 105 U. S. 13, 15, 
16; Gotting v. Kansas City Stock- 
yards Co., 183 U. S. 79, 114).

NO INTERVENTION CAUSE

And yet it was a matter of grave 
concern because of the fear that “the 
sale anfl disposal” might become “a 
source of such immense revenue to 
the national government, as to make 
it independent of and formidable to 
the people.”

The grant was made in 
broad terms, and the power of regu- 
lation and disposition was not con- 
fined to territory, but extended to 
“other property belonging to the

CONGRESS DETERMINES 
DISPOSAL OF PROPERTY. 


The government has no less right 
to the energy thus available by let- 
ting the water course over its tur- 
bines than it has to use the appro- 
priate processes to reduce to posses- 
sion other property 
trol, as, for example, oil which 
may recover from a pool beneatp its 
lands, and which is reduced to pos- 
session by boring oil wells and other- 
wise might escape its grasp. See Ohio 
Oil Company vs. Indiana, 177 U. 8. 
190, 208. And it would hardly be 
contended that, when the government 
reserves coal on its lands, it can 
mine the coal and dispose of it only 
for the purpose of heating public 
buildings or for other governmental 
operations. Or, if the government 
owns a silver mine, that it can ob- 
tain the silver only for the purpose 
of storage or coinage. Or that when 
the government extracts the oil it 
has reserved, it has no constitutional 
power to sell it. Our decisions rec- 
ognize no such restriction. United 
States vs. Gratiot, supra; Kansas 
vs. Colorado, 206 U. S., 46, S88. 89; 
Light vs. United States, 220 L. S 
5°23 536. 587: Ruddy vs. Rossi, 248 
U. S. 104, 106. The United States 
owns the coal, or the silver, or the 
lead. or the oil, it obtains from its 
lands, and it lies in the discretion of 
the congress, acting in the public 
interest, to determine of how much 
of the property it shall dispose. 

We think that the same principle 
is applicable to electric energy. The 
argument pressed upon us leads to 
absurd consequences in the denial, 
despite ‘the broad terms of the con- 
stitutional provision, of a power of 
disposal which the publie interest 
mav imperatively require.

ON DISPOSAL MIETHOD 

(3) We come then to the question 
as to the validity of the method which 
has been adopted in disposing of the 
surplus energy generated at the Wil- | 
son dam. 

The constitutional provision is si-| 
lent as to the method of disposing of 
property belonging to the United 
States. That method, of course, must 
be an appropriate means of disposi- | 
tion according to the nature of the’ 
property, it must be one adopted in 
the publie interest as distinguished 
from private or personal ends, and 
we may assume that it must be con- 
sistent with the foundation princi- | 
ples of our dual system of govern- | 
ment and must not be contrived to 
govern the concerns reserved to the'| 
states.

In this instance, the method of dis- | 
posal embraces the sale of surplus’! 
energy by the Tennessee Valley Au-| 
thority to the Alabama Power Com-. 
pany, the interchange of energy be-| 
tween the authority and the po rer | 
company, and the purchase by the au- | 
thority from the power company of | 
certain transmission lines. | 

As to the mere sale of surplus en- | 
ergy, nothing need be added to what} 
we have said as to the constitutional | 
authority to dispose. The govern-' 
ment could lease or sell and fix the | 
terms.

We know of no _ constitutional

its domain, it could have acquired 
the mules or horses and equipment 
to carry its silver to market. And 
the transmission lines for electrie en- 
ergy are but a facility for conveying 
to market that particular sort of 
property, and the acquisition of these 
lines raises no different constitution- 
al question, unless in-some way there 
i§ an invasion of the rights reserved 
to the state or to the people. We 
find no basis for concluding that the 
limited undertaking with the Ala- 
bama Power Company amounts to 
such an invasion. Certainiy, the Ala- 
bama* Power Company has no con- 
stitutional right to insist that it shall 
be the sole purchaser of the energy 
generated at the Wilson dam; that 
the energy shall be sold to it or go to 
waste. 

We limit our decision to the case 
before us, as we have defined it. ‘he 
argument is earnestly presented that 
the government by virtue of its own- 
rship of the dam and power plant 
could not establish a steel mill and 
make and sell steel products, or a 
factory to manufacture clothing or 
shoes for the public, and thus at- 
tempt to make its ownership of en- 
ergy, generated at its dam, a means 
of carrying on competitive commer- 
cial enterprises and thus drawing to 
the federal government the conduct 
and management of business having 
no relation to the purposes for which 
the federal government was estab- 
lished. The picture is eloquently 
drawn but we deem it to be irrele- 
vant to the issue here, 

The government is not using the 
water power at the Wilson dam to 
establish any industry or business. 

It is not using the energy. generat- 
ed at the dam to manufacture com- 
modities of any sort for the public. 

The government is disposing of 
the energy itself which simply. is 
the mechanical energy, incidental to 
falling water at the dam, converted 
Into the electric energy which is sus- 
ceptible of transmission. 7 

The question here is simply as to 
the acquisition of the transmission 

lines as a facility for the disposal 
of that energy. 

And the government rightly con- 
ceded at the bar, in substance, that 
it was without constitutional author- 
ity to acquire or dispose of such en- 
ergy except as it comes into being 
in the operation of works constructed 
in the exercise of some power dele 
gated to the United States. 

As we have said, these transmis- 
sion lines lead directly from the dam, 
which has been lawfully constructed, 
and the question of the constitutional] 
right of the governmet to acquire 
or operate local or urban distribu- 
tion systems is not involved. 

We express no opinion as to the 
validity of such an effort, as to the 
status of any other dam or power 
development in the Tennessee Valley, 
whether connected with or apart 
from the Wilson dam, or as to the 
validity of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority act or of the claims made 
in the pronouncements and program 
of the authority apart from the ques- 
tions we have discus d in relation to 
the particular provisions of the con- 
tract of Jannary 4, 1934, affecting 
the Alabama Power Company. 

The decree of the circuit court of 
appeals is affirmed.

It does not even allege 
that the contract of January 4 was 
necessary for ready disposal of pow- 
er; or that thereby -better prices 
could be obtained; or that no buyer 
was ready, able and willing to take 
the dam for full value; or that the 
board expected to derive adequate re- 
turn from the bus’ness to be ac- 
quired. No sort of explanation ot 
the contract is presented—why it 
was entered into or whether protit- 
able use probably could be made ot 
the property.

POWER POLICY 
FIRST ACT OF TVA 


“One of the first cc rporate acts of 
TVA after its organization was to 
formulate and anncunce a power 
policy to govern the commercial dis- 
tribution of electric power by IVA. 
The evidence establishes the fact that 
the board from the outset has con- 
sidered that it has general corporate 
discretion as to the establishment 
and extension of its electric power 
policy. In establishing a power pol- 
icy the board was not primarily con- 
sidering merely the yuestion of dis- 
posal of power producted at Muscle 
Shoals no longer required for govern- 
ment purposes as a result of over- 
building, obsolescence of plants or 
termination of war purpose. Nor was 
it considering dispesal of prospec- 
tive increases in electric power to be 
unavoidably created in excess of some 
governmental requirement. It was 
considering the matter from the 
standpoint of the successful estab- 
lishment and permanent operation of 
an independent and well-rounded gov- 
ernment-owned electric distribution 
System and the general civic, social 
and industrial planning and develop- 
ment of the Tennessee Valley re- 
gion as a whole.” 

“Under date of August 25, 1935, 
TVA announced its power policy, in- 
dicating both the intial stage of its 
development and certain later steps 
originally determined upon. . . . 
This power policy had not been re- 
scinded or abandoned or modified at 
the time of submission of this cause.” 


RATE SCHEDULES 
ARE ANNOUNCED 


“In September, 1933, the Author- 

ity announced its wholesale and re- 
tail rate schedules which are shown 
by the evidence to be materially low- 
er than corresponding schedules of 
the existing utilities in this area. 
Following this action numerous mu- 
nicipalities in the area began to 
make efforts to construct municipal 
systems with which to distribute 
TVA current, and Public Works Ad- 
ministration (called PWA) — gave 
assurances of favorable considera- 
tion of applications for loans to that 
end.”’ 
Under such circumstances, Com- 
monwealth & Southern Corporation 
negotiated the January 4 contract 
for its operating subsidiaries—Ala- 
bama Power Company, Georgia Pow- 
er Company, Mississippi Power Com- 
pany and Tennessee Electric Power 
Company. 

This recited that the Alabama 
company, the Mississippi company 
and the Tennessee company desired 
to sell, and the Autbority desired to 
purchase, certain land, buildings and 
physical. properties devoted to the 
generation, transmission and distri- 
bution of electricity, ‘together with 
certain franchises, contracts and go- 
ing business. 

The Alabama company agreed to 
sell for $1,000,000 all of its low 
tension ({44ky or tower) transmis- 
sion lines, substations (including the 
high tension station at Decatur and 
the Sheffield steam plant — station) 
and all rural lines and rural distri- 
bution systems in five Alabama coun- 
ties and parts of two others. (These 
counties are northwestern Alabama 
and lie on both sides of the Tennes- 
see river 80 miles or more.) 


TRANSFER OF LINES 
| FOR $850,000 , 


The Mississippi company, in con- 
sideration of $850,000, agreed to 
transfer all of its transmission and 
distribution lines, substations, gen- 
erating plans and other property in 
Pontotoc, Lee, Itawamba, Union, 
Benton, Tippah, Prentiss, Tisho- 
mingo and Alcorn counties (except 
one dam site in Tishomingo county) 
state of Mississippi, used in connec- 
tion with the generation, transmis- 
sion, distribution or sale of electri- 
eal energy. These counties are the 
northeastern section of the state, 
a territory 60 miles square.) 

For $900,000 the Tennessee com- 
pany agreed ot convey its transmis- 
sion and distribution lines, substa- 
tions, distribution systems and other 
properties used in connection with 
the transmission, distribution and sale 
of electrical energy in Anderson, 
Campbell, Morgan and Scott coun- 
ties, east Tennessee, and “all of the 
66 KV transmisison lines from Cove 
creek to Knoxville.” (These counties 
are in the mountains northward from 
Knoxville within a radius of about 
60 miles. They lie northeast of Mus- 
cle Shoals and some points therein 
are more than 100 miles from Wilson 
dam. They have a_ population of 
86.000. ) 

The power companies agreed, that 
“any conveyance of property shall 
include not only the physical proper- 
ty, easements and rights-of-way, but 
shall also include ail machinery, 
equipment, tools and working sup- 
plies set forth in the respective ex- 
hibits, and all franchises, contracts 
and going business relating to the 
use of any of said properties.” Also, 
“to transfer or secure the transfer 
of said franchises, contracts and go- 
ing vusiness, and to transfer said 
properties with all present customers 
attached, so far as they are able.” 
Also, “that during the period of this 
contract none of said companies will 
sel] electric energy to any municipal- 
ity, corporation, f-rtnership, asso- 
ciation or individual in any portion 
of the above described counties or 
parts thereof in A’ Lama, Tennessee 
and Mississippi, etc.” The Authority 
agreed fot to sell “electric energy

for serving all of the territory which 
it is then serving in whole or in 
part with power obtained at such in- 
terchange points.” 


“Power companies agree to have 


available at all times for exchange, 
at each point of exchange, energy 
and capacity to supply the entire de- 
mands of the customers’ served by 


Authority from such points of ex- 


change, subject to the limitations as 
to transmission capatity set forth in 
Section 10 (H) hereof; provided, 
that the maximum amount which Au- 
thority shall be entitled to demand 
at all points of exchange shall be 
70,000 K, V.” 
Prior to the agreemént for sale the 
Alabama company had derived $750,- 
gross annual revenue ‘from its 
properties located within the ‘“‘ceded 
area.” This district had a population 
of 190,000; and the company had 
therein 10,000 individual customers— 
approximately one-tenth of all those 
directly served by it. The lines trans- 
ferred by the Mississippi Power Com- 
pany served directly 4,000 eustomers 
in nine counties, having a total pop- 
ulation of 184,000. When this cause 
began, the Mississippi properties were 
being operated by TVA and rural 
lines were in process of extension by 
it in both Mississippi and Alabama. 


CONTRACTS. ENLARGED 
UTILITY SERVICE 


“All of the electric properties and 
facilities covered by the contract of 
January 4, 1934, ... were contract- 
ed for by TVA for the purpose of 
continuing and enlarging the utility 
service for which they were used by 
the respective power companies.’ 

“The operation of a commercial 
utility service by TVA and the whole- 
saling and retailing by TVA of elec- 
tricity in the area served by the Ala- 
bama Power Company is not and will 
not be an aid of the regulation of 
navigation or national defense or 
other governmental function 
far as any plan, purpose or activity 
of the TVA or the United States

Answering the _ petitioners’ com- 
plaint, Alabama company admitted 
‘that the public statements of TVA

LOSS TO COMPANY 
IS SEEN IN CONTRACT 


As a matter of law the trial court

CONTRACT VOID, 
SAYS McREYNOLDS 


‘The contract of January 4, 1934, 
expressly provided for the transfer 
of all or substantially all of the lines 
and properties of the Alabama Power 
Company for_the service of the ceded 
area, included transmission lines, ru- 
ral distribution systems and certain 
urban distribution systems, and con- 
templated the eventual transfer of 
14 urban distribution systems. This 
contract, expressly contemplating 
service of the ceded area by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority with elec- 
tricity to be generated or purchased 
by the Tenessee Valley Authority 
for that purpose, was in furtherance 
of illegal proprietary operations hy 
the Tennessee Valley Authority in 
violation of the federal constitution 
and void. The contract was accord- 
ingly ultra vires and void as to the 
Alabama Power Company.” 

Having made exhaustive findings 
of fact and law, the trial court en- 
tered a decree annulémg the January 
4th contract and enjoining the Ala- 
bama Power Company from perform- 
ing it. The circuit court of appeals 
reversed, upon the theory that the 
Authority was making proper ar- 
rangements for sale of surplus power 
from the Wilson dam. The injunc- 
tion was continued.

Argued 60 Days Ago. 


The five-to-four split on the jurisdic- 
tional question indicated to some ob- 
servers a probable cause for the long 
delay in rendering the opinion.

The minority stockholders, in bring-

of the Alabama Power Company’s 
board of directors in entering into the 
TVA contract was “injurious” to “‘cor- 
porate interests.”” The board had re- 
fused to rescind its action. 

Justice Brandeis, in delivering the 
concurring opinion challenging’ the 
court’s jurisdiction, said: 

“Within recognized limits,  stock- 
holders may invoke the judicial rem- 
edy to enjoin acts of the management 
which threaten their property inter- 
est. But they cannot secure the aid 
of -a court to correct what appears 
to them to be mistakes of ju« t on 
the part of the officers. 

“Courts may not interfere with the 
management of a corporation, unless 
there is bad faith, disregard of the 
relative rights of ita members,’ or 
other action seriously threatening their 
property rights.” 

On this point, the majority held: 

“Plaintiffs did not simply challenge 
te contract of January 4, 1934, as 
improvidently made—as an unwise &¢x- 
ercise of the discretion vested in the 
board of directors. They challenged 
the contract both as injurious to the 
‘interests of the corp-ration and as an 
\illegal transaction—violating the fun- 
damental law.

‘‘We may take judicial notice of 
the international situation at the time 
the act of 1916 was passed, and it 
cannot be successfully disputed that 
the Wilson dam and its auxiliary 
plants, including the hydro-electric 
power plant, are, and were intended 
to be adapted for the purposes of na- 
tional defense. 

“Finding Has Support.” 

“While the district court (which 
annuled the contract and held TVA 
unconstitutional) found that there is 
no intention to use the nitrate plans 
or the hydro-electric units installed at 
Wilson dam for the pireduction of war 
materials in time of peace, ‘the nain- 
tenance of said properties in opera- 
ting eondition and the assurance of an 
abundant supply of electric energy in 
the event of war, constitute national 
defense assets.’

Bureaus Gives 1935 Budget. 

The proclamation was emphatic 
that no state agency was to have set 
up to its credit an amount exce ding 
that appropriated in 1935. 

“Said amounts,” the order read, “‘so 
set up shall be disbursed to such de- 
partments, boards, bureaus, institu- 
tions and agencies of the state upon 
warrants of the Governor issued pur- 
suant to approved budgets as now pro- 
vided by law.” 

The Governo¢e also ordered that the 
amounts fixed for the governmental 
departments shall be subject to “‘re- 
duction by further executive order in 
the event of any deficit of revenue 
available for the year 1936, to pay 
the same, and in the proportion that 
the amount of any such deficit bears 
to the amount so set up.2 

Governor Talmadge called Secretary 
of State John B. Wilson into his of- 
fice to attest the Governor’s signa- 
ture and attach the great seal of the 
state to the original copy of the proc- 
lamation and order. 

Shortly after the Governor took over 
the financial “dictatorship” of the 
state January 1, he called for depart- 
ments and agencies to submit their 
budgets to the budget commission, 
composed of ‘Talmadge and State 
Auditor Wisdom. 

Budgets Ordered Pared. 

Several of the budgets submifted 
were for amounts greater than those 
of the first quarter in 1935 and Govy- 
ernor ‘Talmadge, by order, returned 
those above the 1935 amounts with 
instructions that they be pared down 
to within that limit. 

All departments complied with -the 
order and he has approved budgets for 


all agencies. 


A few days ago Treasurer Hamilton

It is my peculiar niche in life to 
create new methods of playing con- 
tract bridge for between 20 and 30 
million people in all parts of the 
world.

Technically, this bid was perfectly 
sound and often proved to be the 
only way to reach a distributional 
slam bid. In actual practice it had 
two tremendous drawbacks. . It de- 
curred so seldom that the gain “hrough 
using such a bid could not be more 
than a few hundred points in the 
course of an entire year’s play. When 
it did occur the players were as 
likely as not to have forgotten it. 
It takes mental effort to remember 
that when your partner makes a high 
bid in spades he has no spades at all. 
The result was that the bid, seldom 
used at best, was apt to cause trage- 
dies when the rare opportunities for 
its use came up. The opening hand 
would raise his partner's void suit, 
and then the fun would begin. 

So let the void showing bid be rele- 
gated to the scrap heap. May it rest 


in peace. 
Solid Suits. 

For years I have been trying, aided 
by my associates, to put the opening 
bid of three to some practical use, 
and the result—the two-way three 
bid—is to be described in my forth- 
coming book. It is probable that a 
three bid, when used as in the exam- 
ple given above—which used to show 
a void but now does no longer—can 
be put to the same use. Why not 
let all such three bids show primarily 
a solid, or nearly-solid suit, together 
with a minimum of seven sure win- 
ners? Testing this use of the. bid, 
two of my associates steered the bid- 
ding out the wrong contract and 
into the right one in the deal below:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(?)—

was condemned today by W. L. Clav- 
ton, Houston (Texas) cotton

Past policies of the government in 
dealing with the cotton situation, he 
added, had substituted “guessing” for 
“experience, judgment, discretion and 
such like qualities” in fixing the value 
‘of cotton. 

Contributing factors to the March 
11 decline, Clayton declared, were 
“conflicting and noncommittal state- 
ments from southern senators and the 
administration as to the continuance 
of 12-cent loans and as to the Bank- 
head act.” : 

At the time there was uncertainty 
as to the continuance of the loans, 
| but southern senators on several occa- 
‘sions predicted the 12-cent levels.
